There is a slight element of humour in the story but there 
is also B truth. And that is almost the universal danger of exag- 
geration. Of course there are multifarious types of this mental 
disease and we have all without doubt seen many actual examples 
of it. Moreover, it is safe to say that wc have all succumbed at 
one time or another, .some of us suffering only for a short lapse of 
time, others for more protracted periods. 

Enthusiasm is probably one of the greatest causes of exagger- 
ation and when we find ourselves in a state of elation this expan- 
;«ion of a fact oT. facts is almost excusablç. . The excitement of the 
"moment may throw us into a somewhat abnormal mental condition 
^àndj^there may be just cause and reason for not adhering strictly 
^^Sfmc truth. 

But when exaggeration becomes a habit it should be seri- 
ously condemned, frowned on with decided disapproval. There 
ikre-many people wandering around the city to-day, unattended 
ibj-^^uirdians or wardens, who are contjiiuallxJ.alkins_^ about "the 
"greatest," "the best,", "the most wonderful," "the most marvellous," 
"the meanest," "the lowest," and apparently all the other ex- 
tremes in existence. They are victims, for the most part of an un- 
fortunate habit, for like a man talking in his sleep they know not 
what thej- say. They wander from the paths of truth and beside* 
doing themselves no good, they often cause trouble for other 
-ople, whom they may mention in heightened expressions. 

Of course students are not guilty, of this offense, for we all 
pride ourselves on being seekers after truths, followers of accuracy, 
devoted supporters of exactness. At least we should be all these
